In re- 
ply to a shout as to whether he needed 
help he nodded his head and then 
slowly sank. Eloise, who was on a 
raft, immediately swam to his rescue 
and grasped his arms as he reappear- 
ed unconscious on the surface. She, 
with great difficulty, towed him to- 
ward the raft, and with the aid of 
Bobby Young kept him afloat until a 
boat arrived, Mr, Douglas is tonight 
in a serious cendition suffering from

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Methods For Growing Alfalfa Discusse 


Methods for Successfully 
Growing Alfalfa in Alberta} FEEDING CARE 


Based Upon Tests Conducted at the Lethbridge and Lacombe Experi- 
mental Stations — Importance of Crop as Soi) Enricher. 


Inoculation Help to Cult 


ivation—-Selection of Seed. 


While the production of alfalfa has 
been increasing rapidly during the 
past few years in Alberta, there is an 
ever-increasing demand for informa- 
tion in regard to the Cultivtaion of 
this crop. The suggestions here of- 
fered as to the cultural methods like- 
ly to succeed are based upon tests 
conducted at the experimental sta- 
tiong at Lethbridge and Lacombe as 
well as upon observations of the 
methods of successful growers of alf- 
alfa in various parts of the province. 
The soils and climate of the settled 
portions of Alberta are represented by 
the stations at which the work has 
been done as closely as any two points 
can represent those somewhat vary- 
ing conditions and the results secur- 
ed should be of value as an indication 
of what may be expected in other 
parts. As an indication of the interest 
shown in the cultivation of alfalfa, it 
may be seid that in the last two years 
over eleven hundred farmers have ap- 
plied for and received inoculated soil 
for the purpose of beginning the cul- 
ture of this forage crop. Many of 
those who secured soil for this pur- 
pose during the first year or two it 
was distributed are now reporting on 
the results obtained and not more 
than one per cent. have stated that, 
in their opinion, alfalfa cannot be 
grown in their district. In the cen- 
tral portion of the province, where it 
is important that hardy strains or 
varieties be secured, some men _ re- 
port indifferent success but attribuie 
their partial failure to the fact that 
the seed secured was an_ inferior 
variety. 

Adaptability to Climate, 

Alfalfa is being grown commerci- 
ally in the Lethbridge district to the 
extent of several thousand acres un- 
der irrigation and successfully grown 
in practically all other districts with- 
out irrigation. By the aid of irriga- 
tion, the yield is very materially in- 
creased. It is, in fact, a crop especi- 
ally profitable to grow on _ irrigated 
land. In the drier districts of the 
province, on unirrigated land, al- 
though the tonnage is very much less, 
alfalfa will probably produce more 
hay than will any other perennial for- 
age crop that can be grown there. It 
is now grown as far north as Fort 
Vermilion, so demonstrating the won- 
derful diversity of climate to which 
it can adapt itself. There is no fodder 
crop the equal of alfalfa for feeding 
growing stock or dairy cattle. It is 
very rich in’ protein and, since it 
draws its supply of nitrogen largely 
from the air, supplies at low cost as 
well as in readily digestible form 
those constituents necessary to the 
formation of lean meat and milk. 

Location and Soil, 

Select land thet is well drained, i.e., 
in which there are no pockets or de- 
pressions to collect and hold water 
during wet periods, not necessarily 
land that is high and exposed, but it 
must not be wet or soggy and the 
ground water should never be nearer 
to the surface than from three to five 
feet at any time during the year. This 
is quite important, as alfalfa is not a 
plant that will tolerate ‘wet feet."’ It 
prefers a sandy soil with an open sub- 
soil, though this is by no means es- 
sential to its success, River bottom 
land often offers ideal conditions for 
its growth. 

The land should have been wader 
cultivation a sufficient length of time 
to kill out the native grasses, for it 
has been found that, if these native 
u“rasses come up to any extent during 
the first or even the second season in 
a field sown with alfalfa, they retard 
the growth of the alfalfa plants, 
which are easily injured in this way 
until they become well established, 
‘The ideal condition of soil would be 
to take the ground on which pota- 
toes or other hoed crops have’ been 
grown, or summer-fallowed land, and 
prepare the seed bed by discing or 
harrowing, or both. If the land is in 
suitable condition, it is better not to 
plough in the spring. If such condi- 
tions are not obtainable, stubble land 
tay be used by ploughing and pre- 
paring a good seed bed, after the land 
has been suitably firmed by packing. 

Supplies Nitrogen. 

As alfalfa furnishes a very nutriti- 
ous hay, being particularly rich. in 
nitrogenous or flesh-forming constitu- 
ents, and as it yields heavily, it might 
he expected to impoverish the avail- 
able nitrogen in the soil and thus di- 
minish its fertility very rapidly, » N 
ture, however, arranges for any heavy 
draught on the nitrogen of the soil 
that might accompany the growing of 
alfalfa or other legumes by the fact 
that the plants receive nitrogen from 
the air through the agency of certain 
bacteria that live on their roots. 
These bacteria have the power of ab- 
sorbing the free nitrogen in the air 
present in the soil and passing it on 
to their host plant, the alfalfa or oth- 
er legume, in such a form that it en- 
ters the general circulation of the 
plant to build up its various tissues of 
leaf, stem and root. These bacteria 
may develop rapidly and thus store 
up very large amounts of nitrogen in 
the legume crop. The decay of the 
ioots und of the whole plant when 
ploughed under, enriches the soil in 
nitrogen, and thus it is that the 
growth of alfalfa, or other legume, in- 
variably increases the ‘soil’s fertility. 
Sometimes these bacteria which live 
on the roots of the alfalfa are not 
present in the field when the seed is 
sown, with the result that the crop 
grows well the first season, as diffi- 
culty ir obtaining a stand ts seldom 
met with, but, in the summer follow- 
ing, the plants indicate lack of vigor, 
quite often assuming a light or yel- 
lowish-green culor, This condition is 
ascribod to the fact that the plants, 
being such greedy feeders, have used 


up a great portion of the ayailable 
nitrogen the f season, and conse- 
quently inek uu evfficient suppty for 


the second ye rs crowth. Durie the 
second Season, foots from one to two 
feet in diameter may often be observ- 
ed where the follage is a dark, rich 
green, and the plants are taller than 
the majority of those in the = field. 
Where these dark healthy spotg are, 


ne doubt, bacteria are present, having 
been introduced by the germs being 
On individual seeds or on foreign 
matter in the seed, or possibly they 
were pres nt in the native soil, hav- 
ing proviorsly lived on some of the 
nntive legumes. 
Inoculation. 

In Alberta, it has been found that 
it pays to inoculate the soil with these 
bacteria when the seed is sown, for 
fields thus Inoculated do not assum: 
the unthrifty appearance the second 
season that fields not so treated show. 
The usual practice here in inoculating 
has been to use soil from an old alf- 
alfa field. This is sown on the land 
at the rate of from 100 to 200 pounds 
per acre and worked in as the seed 
bed is prepared. The soil taken from 
an area where sweet clover is growing 
may also be used successfully for in- 
oculating. In new districts, where alf- 
alfa has not been ssrown, it is often 
difficult for farmers to obtain inocu- 
lated soil from an old alfalfa field, so 
the stations at Lacombe and Leth- 
bridge will supply a sack of the soil 
to farmers on the payment of $1. Be- 
sides covering the expense of sacking, 
this will prepay the freight to the 
applicant's nearest railway station. 
Applicants will be limited to one sack 
each, which will contain notl ess than 
100 pounds of soil. If the land to be 
seeded to alfalfa iS in good condition 
and moist, 100 pounds is sufficient for 
an acre, if not, then the inoculated 
soil should be distributed over a less 
area, Although 100 pounds of inoc- 
ulated soil is, under all ordinary con- 
ditions, quite sufficient for an acre, 
still, where the soil can be obtained 
without much inconvenience, such as 
trom a neighboring farm, it will be 
found that 150 to 200 pounds or even 
more can be scattered much more 
easily over an acre. Immediately 
direct rays of the sun destroy bacter- 
jal life. 
the field as soon as p':sible, Since the 
so as to incorporace it inte the soil of 
such as discing or harrowing or both 
the land should receive a cultivation 
after the inoculated soil is applied, 

Seed and Seeding. 


All large nouses carry alfalfa seed 
in stock and care should be taken in 
buying that the best is selected, 
Weed seeds are frequently introduced 
in alfalfa seed and any persons buy- 
ing seed should exercise great care in 
this regard. Samples of the seed of- 
fered for sale may be submitted to 
the seed laboratory, Calgary, for an- 
alysis and test as to freedom from 
weed seeds and for vitality. This 
work is done without charge. The 
Grimm and Turkestan varieties have 
been found to resist trying conditions 
much better than other sori, At the 
Lacombe station, more than 90 per 
cent, of the plants of the above var- 
ieties have survived the winter, while 
other kinds, except the yellow-flow- 
ered Siberian alfalfa have fallen be- 
low 70 per cent, to as low as 20 per 
cent. Next to Grimm and Turkestan, 
Montana-grown seed might be placed 
with reference to its probable hardi- 
ness. We would suggest on irrigated 
Jand 15 to 20 pounds of seed per acre; 
where the land is not to be irrigated 
somewhat less is advised, the quantity 
being placed at from 12 to 15 pounds 
per acre, except in those parts of the 
province where the rainfall is lightest, 
where 10 to 12 pounds is suggested, 
From the 10th to the 25th of May is 
perhaps the best time to sow alfalfa 
here, although early in June is usu- 
ally quite satisfactory. 

Cutting and Curing. 

It is quite important that the young 
plant sheuld he clipped once or twice 
the tirst season, This serves not only 
as a check to the weeds, but tends to 
make the plant more stocky. A good 
time to make the first cutting is when 
the plants and weeds are from six 
to ten inches high, which usually oc- 
curs late in June or in July. The last 
cutting in the first season should not 
be later than the tenth of August. To 
get the best quality of hay,-particular 
care must be given alfalfa in curing 
and handling it. The first point of 
importance to remember is, that it 
must be cut young, for at this stage 
in its deyelopment it is more nutriti- 
ous aS well as more palatable. As 
soon as blossoms appear, alfalfa’ is 
ready to cut, or, as expressed by some, 
when one-tenth of the field is in 
bloom, The hay should be raked as 
soon as possible after cutting and im- 
mediately put into small cocks. Cur- 
ing it in the cock in this way prevents 
the leaves from breaking off, which is 
quite important when it is considered 
that much of the, nourishment is in 


the leaf, 
Life of Alfalfa, 

In districts where the plant thrives, 
it is hard to say how long a life it 
may have. The writers have seen 
fields in Colorado that have been pro- 
ducing hay for twenty-five years and 
they seemed just as thrifty and pro- 
duced apparently just as luxuriant a 
growth as did neighboring fields that 
were many years younger. In Cali- 
fornia, fields are reported to be yield- 
ing well that are over fifty years old. 
Under our conditions here, it seems 
quite evident that it would be better 
to allow the flelds to remain seeded 
down for a number of years, say not 
less than five or six at the least, for 
the reason that it takes two years or 
more for them to become well estab- 
lished. It has been observed that 
flelds four or five years old yield bet- 
ter than those but two or three years 
old, 


Points Enforced, 

Use summer-fallowed land or land 
in which root crops have been grown 
the previous season, Do not plough 
it in the spring, but prepare a good 
shatlow seed bed. Inoculate the land 
Wiih, say, 100 to 200 pounds of soil 
from an old alfalfa field and work in 
while the seed bed is being prepared. 
Sow the seed in May or early in June 
at the rate of fifteen to twenty pounds 
per acre on irrigated lend and ten to 
fifteen on non-irrigated land. Do not 
use a nurse crop. Select hardy var- 
ivties, securinyy seed froe from weed 
seeds and of strong vilality. The first

SHEEP, LAMBS 


Importance of a Regular Meal 
Time—Points in Regard to 
Weaning 


I have always considered that sheep 
thrive better on poor rations regularly 
fed that on better rations when fed 
irregularly, says “Old Shep,” writing 
in the Shepherd's Journal, Regularity 
in feeding is one of the most valuable 
secrets possessed by the shepherd. 
Sheep, although generally thought to 
be so intelligent as many other species 
of our domestic animals, are never- 
theless very sensitive to every minute 
that passes after the feeding hour has 
arrived, Just as soon as that hour 
comes they announce its arrival by 
restlessness and continual — bleating. 
Bleating means wear and wear on the 
sheep's anatomy, therefore it must be 
clear that the more regular we are in 
administering to their wants the less 
wear and tear there is on their sys- 
tem, and the less food it takes to keep 
them in condition. Were our prom- 
inent exhibitors irregular in their me- 
thods of feeding they could never 
bring out their exhibits in the shape 
they do. It would be simply an utter 
impossibility for them to do so, 

Weaning 

In weaning his lambs it is necessary 
that the shepherd should have fore- 
thought in preparing suitable succu- 
lent pastures and rich, nourishing 
foods to fill the place and loss of the 
lacteal nourishment caused by the 
separation of the ewes and their off- 
spring. This means untiring, faithful 
vigilance on the part of the shepherd 
who, of course, will see that every- 
thing possible is dune to mitigate the 
suffering of the ewe from fever and 
inflammation caused by the presence 
of pent-up milk in her udder. A lit- 
tle care given at this time will no 
doubt often be the means of saving 
many a fine ewe from losing a part or 
the whole of her bag. It should be 
bered that it is very rarely that 
milker gives much trouble

the second crop of clover. Where 
rations of a highly succulent nature 
are fed, great care must be observed 
or we may experience great loss from 
the lambs becoming bloated. The me- 
thod I have adopted with good results 
is to see that the stomachs of the 
lambs are well filled with their or- 
dinary rations before they are turned 
into the rape or clover field, and then 
allow them only one hour at first to 
appease their appetites, While some 
lambs do not take kindly to rape, 
others will eat it at once, voraciously; 
especially is this the case where they 
and their dams have been fed on tur- 
ips and other roots during the winter 
and spring months, During a dry 
spell is the best time to wean the 
lambs, The poorest pasture the farm 
affords is the best for the benefit of 
the ewe until her milk is dried up, 
Ewes From Lambs

| when left in a field that they are ac- 
customed to, I have found good re- 
sults from putting both the ewes and 
lambs together in the weaning field 
for an hour each day for a few days 
previous to their being weaned; the 
ewes will then not only teach the 
lambs to eat the rape, but the lambs 
will become more reconciled to their 
lot after becoming familiar with their 
surroundings than if the ewes are 
taken directly from them, The proper 
treatment of lambs demands that 
they be early taught toeat grain, then, 
when the weaning season comes along 
no difficulty will be experienced in 
keeping them “booming.” 

As before mentioned, it is sound 
policy to put the ewes out of the hear- 
ing of the lambs and on poor or scanty 
pasture for the first week after wean- 
ing; less trouble will then be experi- 
enced in regard to damaged “bags,” 
etc, Should a ewe's udder become 
gorged with milk and it is apparent 
that she is suffering from this cauae 
she should be partially milked by 
hand; it is not advisable to milk her 
clean, as this will only tend to cause 
a normal flow of milk. 

How to Reduce Show Stock 

Very many valuable sheep are no 
doubt ruined by injudicious and im- 
proper treatment after their mission 
in the show yard has terminated, 

The proper management in the re- 
duction of show stock to normal 
breeding condition is, to the writer's 
way of thinking, imperfectly under- 
stood, Whilst visiting the English 
‘Royal’ many years ago 1 was struck 
by a reply of one of the greatest 
shepherds of that day made to an in- 
quisitive visitor who questioned him 
in regard to the reduction of his show 
stock to normal breeding condition, 
“Do you keep these sheep as fat as 
they are now always or do you reduce 
their flesh when the show season is 
over?” “I reduce their fat, sig, but 
not their flesh, but I don’t let them 
know it.” What a deal is inculcated 
in this remarkable answer! 

In reducing an animal to breeding 
condition, the idea held in view should 
be to reduce slowly, and with the 
least possible danger to the constitu- 
tion of the animal, To reduce an ani- 
mal in a careless, slip-shod manner 
will soon show its effects by the coat 
assuming a lifeless, dull appearance, 
und ofttimes by the fleece tallmge out 
or leaving the skin almost entirely, 
That soft, glossy, compact and bril- 
liant appearance that denotes good 


health of the animal must be presery- 
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ing machine over the land before the 
weeds get too hich, and cut it a sec- 
ond time if practicable. Those intena- 
ing to sow alfalfa here for the first 
time should not be dismayed by the 
number of precautions advised, for 
they will find that, alihough alfalfa is 
a plant that is tender when young, it 
is extremely hardy then once estab- 
lished and that it will continue to pro- 
duce heayy crops of hay with little 
care and attention,

Exercise 

The reduction of fat must be ac- 
complished more by exercise than the 
decrease of grain, etc., at the first 
start. The animal should have the run 
of a good pasture, and then the grain 
ration may be gradually reduced until 
he receives only sufficient to keep him 
vigorous and active; care being ob- 
served not to allow of his being re- 
duced to “a run-down” condition, or 
irreparable point. Ewes should be 
reduced as rapidly but carefully as 
Possible, so as to allow of their being 
bred as early’ as possible. Of course 
T am here alluding to «wes whose days 
of usefulness for show purposes are 
over. 

Some little difficulty is usually ex- 
perienced in getting ewes that have 
been repeatedly fitted for show to 
breed satisfactorily. Many of the 
most prominent English shepherds use 
aoram lamb on their show ewes, 
ciaiming that good results almost in- 
variably follow such a course; whilst 
others allow two or more rams to 
serve the same ewe when in season. 
It is, however, sometimes a very diffi- 
cult matter to induce a show ewe to 
bree! satisfactorily, and it is found 
more profitable in the end to sell her 
direct to the butcher,

‘*Canadian Farm’’ Says Not Wise 
Policy to Centralize Efforts 


in Colleges } 


The more one looks into the ques- 
tion of agricultural education the 
more does one become convinced that 
it is not a wise policy to centralize 
effert- in a few big agricultural col- 
leges training experts in agriculture, 
wiere a couple of such institutions 
world do the work, says Canadian 
Farm. If the expert or the “B.S.A.” 
returned to the land «and engaged in 
actual farming we would say g0 
ahead, estaviish all the big centraliz- 
ed agricultural colleges you like. The 
money would be well spent if the men 
turned out as expert agriculturists re- 
turned to the land, or even a large 
proportion of them did. Experience 
has, however, shown that only a small 
percentage of the full course gradu- 
ates take up farming. Wherever a 
graduate has taken up farming and 
given hig undivided attention to it, he 
has generally made good and become 
an influence for good in building up 
the agriculture of the locality in 
which he lives. But the regrettable 
thing is that too few of them do so, 
The graduate is on the lookout for 
something else, some field of duty in 
departmental or other work where 
his expert knowledge can be utilized. 
There is need of such experts in de- 
partmental work. But it does not re- 
quire four or five big centralized in- 
stitutions to supply all that are re- 
quired in a country with only eight 
million people. A couple of strong, 
well-equipped institutions would sup- 
ply all that can be taken care of, and 
more, too. 

The Graduate and the Land, 


The time ig approaching when the 
full-fledged graduates of the agricul- 
tural college must get back on the 
land, a8 there will be no more official 
positions to take up the surplus each 
year. In fact, had it not been for the 
war, that time would have already ar- 
rived. Hundreds of graduates of ag- 
ricultural colleges are serving at the 
front, and all honor to them for the 
sacrifices they are making. But the 
war cannot last much longer—at least 
we hope not; and when normal con- 
ditions return, four cr five big cen- 
tralized institutions will go on turn- 
ing out experts by the hundreds. 
What igs to become of them if they 
don't go back on the land? Govern- 
ments have about reached the limit in 
the number that can he usefully em- 
ployed in efficient public service for 
agriculture. We cannot afford to 
keep up expensive agricultural insti- 
tutions to train men’ for other callings 
than agriculture, The only outlet is 
the farm. Thousands of college grad- 
vates can be accommodated there, 
And what is more, they are badly 
needed. One college graduate settled 
on a farm in every township and put- 
ting into practice the teachings of the 
college, would be of immense benefit 
to agriculture. There is a field for 
service here, and a competence, too, 
that the graduate should net over- 
look. 

The Two-Year-Course Men, 

It is the experience of all agricul- 
tural colleges that the associates in 
agriculture or the students who take 
only the two-year course, invariably 
#o back to the farm. The inference 
to be drawn from this is that train- 
ing beyond a certain point in agricul- 
ture unfits the student for practical 
farm work, or better, perhaps, weans 
him away from the farm and develops 
an outlook upon life that eventually 
leads to a public career or some voca- 
tion separated from actual farm prac- 
tice. If this be true, the tendency 
should. be corrected in some way. If 
this cannot be done it is foolish to go 
on multiplying big central colleges. 
The better plan is to develop in an- 
other direction. Instead of a big cen-

HARVESTERS IN 
ALTA’S FIELDS 


Provincial Dept. Has Placed 
8,000 Hands—Soldiers Furnish 
8,000—Easterners Coming 


The special rates for harvesters to 
points in the provinee from Edmon- 
ton, Calgary and Lethbridge over the 
several railways expired Friday, the 
end of August betng the limit fixed for 
their operation, and as the depart- 
ment of agriculture had been able to 
fill all the orders received to date it 
was considered the 30 days was suffi- 
cien to distribute the local supply. 

“We estimate,” said C, 8, Hotch- 
kiss, chief publicity commissioner, this 
morning “we have been able to place 
about 8,000 in all parts of Alberta, 
one thousand each coming from Brit- 
ish Columbia, the ‘northern section of 
the province, the south and #ast, anG 
from the larger cities, In raddition 
there were some 8,000 soldiers. We 
expect to receive about 2,000 from the 
eastern portion of the country in 
about two weeks, So far we have had 
just a,few from there, Saskatchewan 
and Manitoba gathering in most of the 
early help.” 

Mr. Hotchkiss mentioned that the 
weather in the southern section of 
the province was fine and that har- 
vesting operations were in full swing. 
“The people are very optimistic,” said 
he, “‘as to their ability to harvest the 
great crop in that end of Alberta, and 
the yield is almost certain to be very 
good,”
